A Glimpse  of  Our  “Mile  of  Hedges” 

The  Cherry  Hill  Nurseries  were  established  eighty-three 
years  ago,  by  George  Thurlow,  grandfather  of  the  present  gen- 
eration, and  have  been  in  continuous  operation  ever  since.  We 
have  not  tried  to  do  the  biggest  business  possible,  at  the  expense 
of  individual  quality,  but  endeavor  to  produce  trees  and  plants 
which  will  give  satisfaction.  It  is  possible,  by  using  strong  fer- 
tilizers, to  force  growth,  but  this  tends  to  make  the  cellular 
walls  of  the  limbs  weak,  and  the  plants  are  more  easily  winter- 
killed.  On  our  “strong”  New  England  soil,  composed  of  slowly 
disintegrating  rocks,  with  necessary  elements  of  plant-food  added, 
our  trees  make  a bright,  clean  growth,  which  withstands  our  cold 
northern  winters.  __ 

Special  values  for  this  spring  are  Concolor  and  Fraser  Firs, 
Prostrate  Junipers  (/.  communis ),  large  sizes  of  Norway  and 
Colorado  Blue  Spruce,  specimen  Douglas  Spruce  and  Hem- 
locks, also  Andromeda  floribunda,  Kalmia  latifolia  and 
Rhododendrons.  In  deciduous  stock  we  have  specimen  Sugar 
Maples,  Beech,  Azaleas  and  Barberries. 

Peonies,  Phlox  and  Iris  are  listed  in  a separate  catalogue 
which  we  will  be  glad  to  send  to  anyone  desiring  it. 

Delivery  and  Packing.  The  prices  listed  in  this  catalogue 
are  net  for  stock  here  at  the  nurseries,  and  a charge  will  be  made 
for  the  cost  of  boxes  and  bales,  but  only  enough  to  cover  the 
cost  to  us.  No  charge  is  made  for  delivery  to  the  railroad  station. 
Large  trees  and  choice  stock  may  be  delivered  by  horse  team  or 
truck,  within  a radius  of  a hundred  miles,  more  quickly  and 
cheaply  than  by  rail.  Oftentimes  by  this  method  trees  may  be 
dug,  delivered  and  planted  the  same  day,  which  minimizes  the 
loss  by  exposure. 

As  it  is  evident  that  the  success  of  the  business  depends  on  the 
quality  of  the  goods  and  the  service,  we  use  the  greatest  pre- 
caution to  see  that  the  plants  are  correctly  labeled  and  protected 
from  exposure.  We  are  unable,  however,  to  control  the  weather 
or  circumstances  attending  planting,  and  we  cannot  warrant

Our  evergreens  are  transplanted  every  two  or  three  years, 
which  enables  us  to  lift  them  with  a fine,  fibrous  root-system 
which  readily  holds  a suitable  ball  of  earth.  We  carefully  burlap 
the  roots  with  the  earth  adhering,  as  we  believe  this  the  most 
satisfactory  way  to  pack  and  ship  evergreens.  It  is  the  custom 
of  many  to  make  a charge  for  this  burlaping,  but  we  feel  that  the 
trees  are  not  complete  without  it  and,  therefore,  include  this 
service  in  the  price  of  the  tree.
